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The fate of the proposed new charter, 
indorsed by the majority of city coun- 
cil and condemned as a vicious, tricky 
document by Mayor James G. Woood- 
ward, is being decided by the voters of 
Atlanta today. 


The polling places in the ten wards 
of the city opened at 7 o'clock Wed- 
nesday morning, to remain open. until 
7 p. m. 

At noon Mayor Woodward issued a 
statement urging every registered voter 
to go to the polls and cast his bal- 
lot. 

“I have no doubt that the sentiment 
is overwhelmingly against the vicious 
charter,” he declared, “‘but those who 
think they will get a personal benefit 
from it are hard at work. 

“I have put the people on notice as 
to the fakes and tricks in the document. 
Now it is up to them. If they have 
enough interest in the city to vote, the 
charter will be defeated. 

A Ganvass of the polling places in the 
different wards of the city during the 
forenoon showed an astoundingly light 
vote, and if the present ratio keeps up 
throughout the day it is likely that the 
number of ballots cast will be in the 
neighborhood of 2,000 or 2,500.

mingham, Ala. He was placed under 
$300 bond by Judge Girardeau to appear 
Saturday morning at 10:30 o'clock and 
answer the kidnaping charges. 

Denton, represented by his attorney, 
Lewis Thomas, appeared before Judge 
George L. Bell at 11 o'clock and was 
granted a writ of habeas corpus. Noe 
sooner had the court sustained the 
writ than Chief of Detectives Lanford, 
who, in company with Chief of Police 
Beavers and City Attorney Mayson, oc- 
cupied seats in the court room, arose 
and confronted Denton with a warrant 
from Judge Ridley’s justice court, 
charging kidnaping. Denton, who was 
sitting by his attorney, paid no atten- 
tion to Lanford, who a few minutes 
later turned on his heel and walked 
out. 

Accompanied by Attorney Thomas 
and several newspaper men, Denton 
then left the court house, only to be 
accosted by Bailiff Adams, from Judea 
C. H. Girardeau's court, who served him 
with the second warrant charging kid- 
naping, 

Attorney Thomas insisted that the 
bailiff accompany him and Denton te 
his office and this was done. Mr. Thom- 
as was at a loss to understand just what 
woes going on and desired to do some 
telephoning to the different justices, he 
said. 

A few minutes later, the prisoner in 
the custody of Bailiff Adams, accom- 
panied by his attorney went to Judge 
Girardeau's court to answer the war- 
dant sworn out by Mrs. Elliott.

MANUFACTURERS ALARMED. 

American cotton manufacturers and 
exporters have felt this tremendous loss 
in trade, and are alarmed accordingly. 
Southern cotton mills have in past years 
manufactured millions of dollars’ worth 
of cloths for use in the Orient, and 
the loss in trade falls heavily upon 
many of these mills. 

Preliminary investigations by the de- 
partment of commerce show that China 
is continuing to purchase large. quan- 
tities of cotton goods; indeed, the con- 
sumption of these goods is on the in- 
créase, so that the loss by the Amer- 
ican manufacturers and exporters is due 
to the lack of demand. 

China last year imported upwards of 
$100,000,000 worth of cotton goods, one- 
third of which was manufacturd in 
England, which is apparently holding its 
own in this trade. 

JAPAN A COMPETITOR. 

It seems probable that the growth 
and development of the cotton mill in- 
dustry in Japan may account for the 


declining sales of the American mills. 


The Japanese mills have multiplied with 
great rapidity, and Japan cotton goods 
is already a recognized factor in the 


competition for this trade in the Far 


East. The mills of the mikado’s coun- 
try manufactured last year over $50,- 
000,000 worth of cotton goods. 

While there has been an alarming 
loss in the sales of American manu- 
factured cotton goods in the Orient, it 


is gratifying to note that one-third of 


the raw cotton spun in the Japanese 
mills was imported from the southern 


states, as against only 720 bales of cot- 
ton that were imported in 1894.

Mrs. Lindsey Defends Her | 


Criticism in 
Said Atlant 


Civic League Secretary De- 


clares That Prominent At- 
lanta Women Who Criticised 
Her Speech Are the Very; 
Ones to Help Eradicate the 


Alleged Evils Among Atlanta 
Girls and Boys 


Mrs. G. B. Lindsey, managing editor 
of the Golden Age and corresponding 
secretary of the Civic League of Ameri- 
ca, whose address before the Southern 
Citizenship Congress brought forth re- 
plies from Atlanta club women has 
given out an interview in defense 
declaration that many Atlanta 
girls are carried out of cafes and clubs 
in an intoxicated condition. Mrs. Lind- 
sey in her latest statement says; 

“I was clearly condemning the blight- 
ing course of the idle rich and the fool- 
ish poor, who should have high ideals} 
and genuine high living, but who have 
not; who should not forget God in their 
homes, but do; who should not serve 
wine and gamble over their card tables, 
but do; who should dress in a modest 
and unsuggestive manner, but do not; 


who should refrain from tobacco, beer 
and cigarettes, but do not.” 


Mrs. Lindsey says that the death of a 
friend kept her from answering her 
eritics sooner Her statement follows: 

MRS. LINDSEY’S STATEMENT. 

“That my ‘little paper’ read before 


the Southern Christian Citizenship Con- 
gress should have createa such a furore 
of defense and criticism from leading 
club women, is both surprising and 
gratifying, and it would be amusing 
were it not that so serious a cause is 
involved. 1 had not hoped for more 
than that my message should be a tiny 
mustard seed in the arousing of the 
organized forces of strong Chrsitian | 
women in Atlanta and through them, 
the women of this section, and so was | 
not prepared for such a startling recog- 
nition of the maiden effort of this ‘nice 
little woman.’ 

“But why those ladies who have 
rushed into print should have felt it 
necessary to take the matter up from 
a defensive standpoint is both a sur- 
prise and a gratuity. Neither these dis- 
tinguished ladies nor the clubs with 
which they are identified were directly 
or. indirectly referred to as participants 
in the conditions which I condemned,

“Since the excerpts from my little 
talk and the criticisms were published 
corroborative testimony from different 
sources has been volunteered to me, 
but it would be a funny thing for 
either the guilty or the innocent to de- 
teane the proof.

Game Warden 


That the quail, turkey and deer 
hunting in Georgia during this ap- 
proaching season will be better than 


it has been for a generation 
statement of Jesse E. Mercer, state 
game and fish commissioner. Mr. Mer- 
cer declares that all game, but partic- 
ularly the quail and turkey and deer, 
has increased very rapidly this year. 

For some reason the correct dates 
of the open season have been misun- 
derstood recently, says Mr. Mercer, 
and some newspapers of the state have 
printed those dates wrong. The dates 
have not been changed since last sea- 
son, says he. Here they are: 

August 1 to January 1,

License must 
be ‘taken out before the hunter begins, 
and must be renewed on February 21 
if. the hunter continues after that date. 
The license fees are (for residents) $1 
for home county, $3 for state and (for 
non-residents) $15 for hunting in the 
state.

estate now given over to a switching yard. It is not 


¥ required for railroad purposes; it adds nothing 
to the value of the road’s lease. 


If this tract can be 
converted into a commercial district and similar 
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plans worked out for the terminal site at Chatta- 
nooga, the State will thus derive a revenue larger 
perhaps than it now receives from the entire Western 
and Atlantic lease. It would then have two sources 
of income—that from the railroad proper and that 
from the lease of these appurtenant lands—where it 
now has but one; and this could be accomplished 
without interfering with the business of the road or 
lessening the value of the road’r lease. 

These and other far-reaching questions demand 
careful study in crder that the future interests of 
the Western and Atlantic may be safely and profitably 
disposed. It is fortunate for the State that they are 
in the hands of a competent commission which will 
give them promp: and earnest consideration. The 
present lease of the road termirates a little more 
than six years hence. There is no time to be lost. 
A well-considered plan must be formulated in the 
near future and adopted by the Legislature. The 
commission is entrusted with the high responsibility 
of devising such a plan, or at least, of gathering, the 
facts and making tue suggestions on which it can be 
based.

The Rise of the Peanut. 


Once regarded as a symbol of insignificance, the 
peanut is now earning a respectable place in the 
country’s commerce and agriculture, Millions of dol- 
lars are invested in plants for the manufacture of its 
oil and other food products, which are an important 
item of merchandise, and hundreds of acres, partic- 
ularly in the South, are given over to its cultivation. 
A Texas correspondent of the Manufacturers’ Record 
writes that more and more farmers in that State are 
being convinced of the value of the peanu* crop and 
are using it not enly to fatten their stock and enrich 
their soil but also as a source of direct income. 

The Texas crop sold last year »t an average price 
of eighty-five cents a bushel and this year, owing to a 
shortage throughout America, it will bring consider- 
ably more. The average acre yield of peanuts in 
Texas is said to be from forty to fifty bushels and, 
under favorable conditions, even seventy-five bushels.

“Tt takes about five hundred pounds of seed 
cotton,” says he, ‘to make a third of a bale, or, 
say, one hundred and sixty-six pownds of lint. 
There is a cost of five dollars for picking alone, 
and vven at fifteen cents a pound for cotton on the 
market, there is but fifteen dollars an acre to re- 
coup the farmer for rent of land, interest on his 
investment, cost of seed and labor. At present 
prices, the peanut crop is worth fifteen to twenty 
dollars with a modest yield per acre. Planting and 
gathering his crop will cost only a few dollars an 
acre instead of ten or more for cotton.” 

It is pointed out furthermore that in a dry sea- 
son when cotton cannot be made, peanuts will thrive. 
“Practical experience in this connection has brought 
conviction to many farmers, and they now devote a 
part of their land to peanuts and fatten stock instead 
of relying exclusively on cotton.” This is in line 
with that wholesome movement, now observable in 
progressive Southern States, to make the farm pro- 
duce as many different thiags as conditions will 
allow. A peanut crop is a great aid to the raising of 
livestock. It restores the plant sustenance of the 
soil and it can be cultivated without hindrance to 
other harvests. The Texas movement is paralleled in 
eorgia, where many farmers this year have planted 
peanuts with markedly profitable results.

M: Owen Johnson voices an old complaint when he 


expresses hisindignation at the misrepresenta- 

tions of American customs and manners which he 
finds in certain British newspapers. Nor is this unfair 
portraiture confined to the English press. Every 
American traveler in Burope returns to tell of feelings 
outraged by something in the continental journals. It 
was not so long ago that we saw a solemn item in a 
staid German daily to the effect that all New York 
girls who wished to be in fashion were now wearing 
diamonds in their front teeth, as well as bracelets on 
their ankles. No German, we are sure, doubted the 
veracity of the item. Is not America the “Land of 
Unlimited Possibilities,” as one German traveler enti- 
tled his observations of our national life and progress? 
And might not these possibilities include such vagaries 
aS the above, when Paris fashions run to extremes in 
New York? 

Let us be frank with ourselves—and Mr. Johnson 
This is a land of unlimited news possibilities. The 
freakish is ever with us in our own newspapers; most 
of them love it, seek it out, and place it where it can 
be read first of all. Itis the bizarre as well as the witty 
which attracts readers, as the Sun of Charles A. Dana 
knew so well; its latter-day imitators have always room 
on their first pages for the freaks of an Oklahoma 
tornado, or the birth of a six-legged calf in Iowa, or 
the quadruplets of an Oregon farmer's wife, the latter 
item printed together with Theodore Roosevelt's con- 
gratulatory telegram to the proud mother. Only this 
week we have had an aStounding piece of news under 
big headlines, of an Indiana college president arrested 
for spanking his father! Now, we venture to Say that, 
if that item had met Mr. Johnson's eye in the Madrid 
Heraldo or the Temps, he would have snorted aloud, and 
declared it another outrageous. libel on his fatherland— 
as if any one ever heard of a college president spank- 
ing anybody but his students. Alas for us, in this vast 
land the bizarre happens every day: a Thaw walks out 
of Matteawan; Virginia mountaineers kill a judge in his 
court room; Texas’ leading citizens cut of¢ the ears of 
a lynched negro for souvenirs; we have slaves in our 
Philippines, and men who blow themselves and their 
families up with a stick of dynamite, and governors 
who are impeached for what appears to be false swear- 
ing and true grafting. 


What wonder is it that much of this crosses the 
ecean by cable and by letter? “Mr. Johnson complains 
that the evil is done largely by special correspondents. 
That is true; the Associated Press and the other news 
agencies have kept their sense of values and of dignity 
in international reporting. But so it --~ our own ‘spe- 
cial correspondents that in the main garner the crops 
of sensationalism in this country. It was not the Asso- 
ciated Press that gave the Tribune its lovely item of 
Wednesday about Albert Miller, of Chalk Hill, Pa., who 
vows that “a swift current in a mountain trout stream 
kept his gold watch wound up and running for two 
years”—a “beat” which, we have to confess, has made 
the Evening Post’s news departments mad with jeal- 
eusy and emvy. Then our British cousins might turn 
the tables on us. Take the special cables which orna- 
ment our ponderous Sunday editions. Do they not 
chiefly portray the English aristocracy as either going 
on the stage or to the dogs, or marrying chorus girls, 
or eloping with chauffeurs? not the suicide of 
princess take precedence of the t important inter- 
national conference or political news?

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STURGEON AND CAVIAR 
By Frederic J. Haskin 


The United States fish commission is much dis. 


turbed over the enormous decrease in the sturgeos, 


products of this country, From being one of the mag; 


plentiful varieties of fish sturgeon has become the 


least numerous, and its total extinction seems threat. 
ened. Various experiments with sturgeon culture have 
been undertaken in different parts of the country yp. 
der the auspices of the national or state fish commis. 
sions or by private parties,

Some idea of the decrease of the sturgeon ean pe 
had from the records of Delaware river, once one of 
the most important sturgeon grounds of this country, 
in 1890 the catch there amounted to 5,032,175 pounds, 
valued at $119,610. By 1900 it had so diminished that 
the reports give a catch of only 257,967 pounds, Valued 
at less than $20,000. Since then the decrease has been 
So great that now no sturgeon worthy of record are to 
be found in the Delaware river. The entire sturgeon 
industry in that locality has been abandoned, excepting 
for the efforts of sturgeon culture now in progress.

The decrease has been almost as great in other 
parts of the country., Originally sturgeon was widey 
distributed, being found along the Atlantic coast, in the 
inland rivers and Jakes, and practically in every state 
excepting those on the gulf of Mexico, It is now 
scarce in every place. Last year the fish commission 
established an experimental field for the purpose of 
finding out whether hatching sturgeon in the Lake of 
the Woods, or its tributaries, would be feasible. About 
a million and a half eggs were inStalled near the mouth 
of the Rainy river. A pound was prepared in connec. 
tion with the hatchery. Seven large sturgeons caught 
in nets were retained in this pound for some time, dur- 
ing which they were carefully examined. No tangibie 
results were secured, however. The investigations ars 
now being extended into Canadian waters with the co- 
operation of the Canadian government. 


For a number of years consideration has been giyen 
to importing sturgeon from Europe for the purpose of 
breeding an additional Supply in this country. Mp, 
Horace D. Knowles, of Wilmington, Del, 
United States minister to Bolivia, has for years been 
interested in the restoration of sturgeon to American 
waters. He represented this government in Rumania 
several years before. In 1909 he returned with an of- 
fer from the Rumanian government to present to the 
United States all the sturgeon eggs and fry needed to 
restock the streams of this country. All that was neo- 
essary was for the United States to transport them to 
this country and see that they were propagated. The 
offer was made to Secretary Knox but no steps were 
taken toward an immediate acceptance of it.

Since Mr. Knowles’ return from Bolivia he 
again taken the matter up. He ascertained that the 
offer from Rumania still held good, and appealed to 
Secretary Redfield to secure its acceptance. Secretary 
Redfield has conferred with the fish commission, Dr. 
Hugh M. Smith, who is strongly in favor of the project, 
so arrangements are likely to be made in the near fu- 
ture for securing the fish. It is stated that, im reoog- 
nition of Mr, Knowles’ interest in the matter, the firet 
station to be stocked with Rumanian sturgeon will be 
located on the Delaware river.

The fish commissioners are not certain, however, 
that bringing sturgeon eggs from Rumania will result 
in restocking the American waters. For a number of 
years indications have pointed to the fact that the de 
crease in American sturgeon is at least partially be- 
cause the eggs do not hatch. This fact is not ex- 
plained, but is the subject of close study in several, 
experiment Stations. 


It was during the 80’s that the sturgeon industry 
reached its greatest height along the Delaware river. 
At the time sturgeon were not appreciated as food, s0 
the fishermen slaughtered them because they destroyed 
the light nets used tor catching shad and other fish. 
Thep came the demand for caviar, which is made from 
sturgeon roe. This brought as much as $7 a pound, 
so that the fishermen hunted roe sturgeon the yeat 
around. There was no law to protect the fish, and this 
greed.of the fishermen led to a decrease. The cayias 
productions in this country reached $7,000,000 in 1888 
It dropped to $3,000,000 in the early 90’s, and now Is 
hardly worthy of consideration. Caviar has alway 
been the most costly food product sold in the United 
States. A single sturgeon has been known to yield a 
much as $70 worth of eggs in addition to the value of 
the meat. 


The process of making caviar is simple and require 
little machinery. The eggs taken from the fresh fish 
are run through a coarse sieve to remove all the mem 
brane. A recipe recorded inthe United States patentof- 
fice in 1861 for making caviar directed that the egg 
should be packed in salt until they rise in the brine 
They are then spread out in sheets an inch thick to dry. 
Afterwards these sheets are broken up finely and mixed 
with oil taken from the liver of a male sturgeon. Thi* 
oil restores the flavor taken out in the brine. 


Fresh caviar is sold but little in the United States, 
although it is in high favor in Russia. It consists of 
sturgeon eggs mixed with salt and served within tw? 
or three hours after they have been taken from ‘the 
fish. Fresh caviar is so popular in Russia that live 
sturgeons are transported to Moscow in order that th? 
eggs may be taken just before they are to be eaten 
Most of the caviar now eaten in this country is im- 
ported from Russia, although epicures claim that the 
American product is vastly superior. Recent consula® 
reports state that the caviar manufacturers in Europe 
are much exercised over the pure food laws which have 
lately gone into effect in this country. These laws for 
bid the use of boracic acid, a preservative much used 
in preparing caviar for export. ‘The methods of mak- 
ing Russian caviar are most insanitary, especially i 
the smaller towns. The caviar put up in the United 
States is clean, well operated factories would be com 
sidered much more desirable by any one witnessing the 
process in the two countries.

‘MEAT PROBE CONTINUES 


Five Dealers Accused of Sell- 
ing Decayed Meats Will ~ 
Be Arraigned Then

On Tuesday there will be another 
pure food hearing before Commissioner 
of Agriculture Price, and some five 
offenders against the laws will be on the 
carpet for a preliminary hearing. They 
are charged by the state inspectors 
with selling spoiled or wunhealthful 
meats. One of them is a negro who 
ccrducts a meat market in Montezuma. 
The others are Savannah market men. 

“The inspectors had to throw all the 
meat out of that negro’s refrigerator 
some time ago,” said Mr. Price, Wed- 
nesday. “Yesterday thay went there 
again and found the refrigerator full 
of rotten meat once more. Now we're 
soing to put the law to him. We don't 
mind warning folks once and giving 
them a chance to get right with the law. 
But we are not going to stand for delib- 
erate violation by 
black.” 

The commissioner said that one of 
his friends prodded him in a letter the 
other day with the charge that he was 
doing all of this good work for purer 
foods in the big cities and was neglect- 
ing the small towns. 

“I told him we are getting around as 
fast as we can,” said Mr. Price. “Our 
force of inspectors is mighty limited, 
for the field we have to cover. We are 
going to make the whole round and get 
things in good shape before we even 
slow down. This office is a state office, 
and it doesn’t work in one county any 
more than it does in another.”

That elevators in public buildings are 
common carriers and therefore are re- 
quired to exercise the same extraordi- 
nary diligence in care of passengers as 
railroads are required to use, is the de- 
cision of the state court of appeals upon 
a case from Savannah. 

T. B. Helmly, an employe of the Sa- 
vannah Office Building company, was 
hurt In attempting to enter one of the 
company’s elevators, and sued in the 
eity court of Savannah for damages. 

The judge’s charge was that the com- 
pany was a common carrier, though the 
defendants maintained that their respon- 
sibility was merely that of landlord and 
that no more than ordinary care ‘could 
be expected of them. The jury returned 
a verdict of $7,500 for Helmly. The 
office building company moved for a 
new trial, taking exception to the 
judge’s charge. The judge granted the 
new trial on the ground that,the ver- 
dict was excessive. 

The court of appeals upholds’ the 
judge’s charge and upholds his grant of 
the new trial, believing with him that 
the verdict was excessive. 

The increased rental which office 
pbuilding owners receive because of the 
elevator service thy maintain, says the 
court of appeals, is the equivalent of 
fare which other common carriers charge 
of their passengers.

We expect to see if 
their birds will make as good or 
better records here than our own 
American birds. Tne records of the 
hens from these several countries 


wit be watched with unusual in- 
terest. We believe the American 
hens, which have been properly 


bred, will be able to hold their own 
with the hens from any country. 
The last few years many breeders 
have been paying closer attention 
to selection and breeding for ege- 
production and we expect to see the 
American hen and the Missouri hen 
hold their own. The hens which 
win in the next contest will cer- 
tainly be the world’s champion lay- 
ers. - 
THE FEEDING TEST, PEN NO 69. 
This pen has laid 254 eggs less 
than the leading pen in the feeding 
test which is fed according to the 
* Maine Experiment station method. 
Most Missouri farmers have all 
these feeds or can easily secure 
them. This method is as follows: 
Equal parts bran, shorts, and 
corn meal in hopper. 
In winter months feed two-thirds 


corn, one-third wheat in litter. : 

In summer months feed one-third corn and two-thirds wheat. 

Grit and shell. 

Green food, 

Give buttermilk instead of water, twice each week. 

As this pen has laid 21 dozen eggs less in nine and one-half months 
than the leading pen in the feeding test, it seems htat we should not be justi- 


fed in contenting ourselves with so simple a ration, and it also indicates 
that it might pay to proportion and compound it differently. 
TWENTY THOUSAND HEAR POULTRY GOSPEL. 

During the past two weeks there have been held, under the auspices 
of the Missouri Poultry Experiment Station, a series of nine poultry field 
meetings, each in a different section of the state. A total of fully twenty 
thousand people attended these meetings, making them by far the largest 
and most successful series of poultry meetings ever held in America. ' 

Each day's program consisted of a band concert and a big picnic din- 
ner at noon im some grove or park. In the same grove or park there were 
illustrated lectures and demonstrations in the afternoon, also an exhibit of 
pure bred poultry and eggs. Prizes were offered for the best pen of the 
various breeds, hatched in 1913, also for the best dozen brown eggs and 
the best dozen white eggs. The evening program was usually held in some 
moving pitcture theater, where two reels of very fine moving pitcures 
were used to illustrate a lecture on, “The Care and Management of the 
Farm Flock.”

little, clean and dirty, fresh and stale, fertile and infertile.) 

Lecture, “Artificial Incubation and Brooding,” Reese V.

Lecture, “The Future of the Pure Bred Poultry Business, 
Cleskey, business manager Poultry Culture, Topeka, Kan. 

Lecture, “Common Poultry Diseases, Their Prevention and Cure.” C. T.

Lecture, ‘“What’s a Capon, and Why?” George Beuoy, Cedarvale, Kan., 
“The Capon King.’ (During this lecture from six to a dozen cockerels 
were caponized.)

Quisenberry, director Missouri Poultry Experiment Station. (Illustrated 
with two reels of moving pitctures.) 

The afternoon lectures were all brief and to the point—‘‘an hour and a 
half lecture boiled into twenty minutes,” as one speaker aptly put it. One 
of the noticeable features of all the meetings was the marked attention 
given by the audiences, many of the people who could not get seats pa- 
tiently standing throughout the entire afternoon sessions of two or three 
hours, r, A 

eThe meetings were held at the following towns: Pacific, Centralia, 
Mareeline, Orrick, Nevada, Neasho, West Plains, Mountain Grove, and 
Greenville. At each place they were held under the joint auspices of the 
Missourl State Poultry Experiment Station, the local commercial, and the 
local poultry association. 4 : 

Undertaken as an experiment, these meetings have proven so SUCCESS: 
ful and have created so much poultry enthusiasm in each community ip 
which they have been held, that they will become a regular feature of the 
poultry work in Missouri each summer. (If in Missouri, why not in other

To. Combat Weevil, Says 
Agricultural Department 


Timely Warning Comes to 

Georgia Farmers —'‘Destroy 
Cotton Stalk Early in Octo- 
ber and Do Not Plant Cotton 
see Cotton,’ Declares Bul- 
etin z 


BY BALPH SMITH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., September 24. 
“Destroy the cotton stalk early in Oc- 
tober, if you would successfully combat 
the advances of the pesky boll weevil,” 
is the advice of the federal department 
of agriculture to southern cotton farm- 
ers. 

“Destroy the stalks even if your less 
progressive neighbor doesn’t,” reiterates 
the department in a timely warning just 
issued. “It will pay,” continues the 
statement. “Clear off and burn all 
the rubbish on ‘the ditch banks and oth- 
er hibernating places of the weevil. 
This should be done early in the fall.” 

The department of agriculture is de 
pending not only upon its written warn- 


upon a corps of field agents who are 
now traveling in the south. 

The warning of the department is 
timely in so far as the 
Georgia farmers are concerned. Until 
this year, the Georgia fields have been 
free of the boll weevil, but it is ex- 
pected that the insect will invade Geor- 
gia next year, and play pluperfect hav- 
oc with the cotton unless something is 
done to check its onward march. If 
heeded, the advice of the department 
|of agriculture will do much toward 
checking this advance, and the Georgia 
farmers may escape heavy damage from 
the ravages of the weevil upon the cot- 
ton plant. 

“Do not plant cotton after cotton,” 
advises the® department. “But plant 
cottor# on land that has grown a heavy 
erop of cowpeas, velvet beans, Lespede- 
Za or some leguminous crop to supply 
the land with nitrogen and vegetable 
matter, Break the land in fall or early 
winter that is to be planted with cotton 
next year. : 

“Where sufficient teams and tools are 
available to plow under and compietely 
bury the stalks this should by all 
means be done. Where it is impossible 
to plow the stalks under they should 
be uprooted, raked into windrows and 
allowed to dry for a few days. They 
then should be burned. 

To prove the value of destroying the 
cotton stalks, the department conducted 
experiments in Amite county, Miss., last 


year and the following results are 
shown: 
“On 117 acres where no stalks were 


destroyed but where all other instruc- 
tions of the government were followed, 
the average yield was 619 pounds of 
seed cotton per acre. On twenty-eight 
acres where the stalks were destroyed 
before October 10, and the same cultural 
methods applied, the average yield per 
acre was 1,050 poungs-of seed cotton, or 
a gain of 441 pounds of seed cotton per 
acre, worth at that time $17.64, was se- 
cured by early fall destruction of 
stalks. If it pays a few men $17.64 per 
acre to cut their cotton stalks before 
October 10, what would it mean to a 
county if every stalk in it were cut be- 
fere October 10?
